MEETING OF TEH BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 


(From Bell's Weekly Messenger ofZOtkJan ) 


The Meeting of Parliament is regarded, we 


believe with equal anxiety both by the Govern- 
ment and the great body of the people ; by the 
Ministers, as the trial of their strength in a 
contest rendered difficult by the circumstances 
of the times ; and by the people, as th-tt from 
which they hope to receive « remedy, or at 
least an alleviation, to their distress.'* It is ve- 
ry happy for t!:e peace ofthe woild, and indeed 
for the very being of society, that is the na- 
ture of man, as a mob or one of a mob, to be a 
gregarious'animal ; always folowing anddepen- 
ding upon his leader; and in all cases f f his 
own individual difficulty or distress, willingly 
-casting oft'from himself the bortUn of his own 
defence, and throwing himself eiui-ely upon 
his governors. 
It is thus with the people and 


the Parliament. 
No one knows what to hope 


"ïnder the present general pressure. 
But most 


of us are confident that Parliament will do 
avhat is needful. 


The first object of the Parliament, we are 


told will be lo consider the causes and extent 
uf the national distress ; and the first question 
upon this head will be, are the causes of th.s 
distrc s temporary 
or permanent ? are they 


such which will die away of themselves, or may 
be removed by parliamentary wisdom ? or ore 
they the actual and permanent falling off of the 
former sources of navigation, cmimerce, ma- 
nufactures, domestic trade, .od agriculture? 


Under this head we ourselves hive nothing 


to add to whot ave have sofully and Bo frequent- 
ly treated, lo the course of these remarks, or 
if ave may so call them, examinations of our 
actual state, we have manifested, a» we think, 
that the, cause» are not incidental and tempo- 
rary ; that they have commenced, indeed, with 
ihe peace, hut that they are not the mere cttects 
of the transition from 
war to peace,—nor' 


the mere it is of a new state, which will pass 
away with the nevelity of such state;— that our 
navigation has been diminished because the na- 
tions of ihe Continent have resumed theirs. Is 
this temporary, or w.ill not those nations conti- 
nue to eojoy and possess their own, as long as 
the continuance of peace shall permit them ? 
Our manufactures are. diminished'for two rea- 
sons; first, that the same c ■ 
ntioental nations ; 


having now leisure from the necessity of self 
defence to resume their shuttles, have applied 
to such manufactures as aie peculiarly their 
own ; and secondly, because our taxes have en- 
tered into the price ofour manufactured goods, 
the rate of which rendering them ton high for 
the continental market, has compelled those 
nations 
to manufacture for themselves, 
A 


third reason is, lhat the long duration of the 
war not only £aye birth, but nursed and matu- 
red to full 
size many of those manufacturing 


establishments on the Continent, which had 
hitherto peculiarly belonged to ourselves. 
Our 


domftlic trade (retail 
and mechanic trade) 


have necessarily followed the diminution of our 
general wealth. 
Our agriculture, has lost the 


oveiflowing capital ef our manufactures, and 
lands have become depreciated with the dimi- 
nished demand for their produce. 
In this enu- 


meration we can see nothing that is temporary, 
nothing which, either ceasing of itself, or being 
removed 
by the wisdom of parliamen', 
can 


reinstate 
us in that condition of oveiflowing 


trade and occupation, which at once enriched 
all of us. 


As respects the defalcation of the revenue, 


our own bumble views are the same. 
Instead 


of feeling any astonishment that it 
has fallen 


beneath the estimate of the minister, our own 
surprise is, that it has not fallen more; and 
our certain expectation is, that the deficiency 
next year will be still greater. The assessed 
taxes must fall. 
The excise must decrease. 


The forced expectation of our excess of goods 
in 
store will likewise cease; and with it the 


Customs will fail. 
Alienation being a circum- 


stance of distress, and stamps being a duty up- 
on 
alienation, they will in that branch, per- 


haps, increase. 
But all taxes upon luxury will 


necessarily diminish. Every onewill save what 
he can, and the taxes upon necessities with the 
more merciless ruin. 


As respects the Revenu», therefore, the ques- 


tion for parliamentary consideration appears 
to be very simple 
It isimpossible to raise our 


means to the level of our present expenditure; 
our efforts, therefore, must be to reduce to the 
diminished level of one means. 
GScortomy has 


become self defence. 
It is absurd for any mi- 


nisters, or to speak stronger, for any govern- 
ment, to expect that the people will sacrifice 


themselves so totally to support them in splen- 
dour ; and in a splendour rendered more invi- 
dious, as contrasted with the misery aroond it. 
We do not live in days in which th>. whole bo- 
dy of a nation can be'employed as the old 
Egyptian kings 
employed their 
people,—in 


raising pyramids that they might earn their 
support, out of those royal treasures which 
they themselves had filled. 
, We wish in a 


word to iiiipre-s this serious maxim upon go. 
vernment,—that ceconomy is a great public as 
weli as private duty ; and that it is a disgrace 
to the wisdom of aey government, that chance 
or in other words, charity, should be called in 
to do what it is within the province of cours a 
and design to foresee and pievent. 
The recent public charity is thus mrre ho- 


nourable to ihe people than to the government. 
What should we llimk of a captain, who, ha- 


a ing unskilfully lost his reckoning, and therein 
his course id the wide ocean, should commit 
himself to some chance win J, which luckily 
might cany him to the port,— should we not 
leproach his want of skill, moje than applaud 
Kis good fortune in his incidental auxiliary !* 
And this charity, thooghan uudou'ited dmy ;<j 
all of vs individually, sbcwid not be resorted lo 
as a national resource ; it induce».a character, 
and perhaps habits, of mendicity in a whole 
people ; and (we fear so at least) it in some de- 
gree degrades, subdues, and enslavest!ie minds 
of our poor. 
We do not s»y this with a decla- 


matory tone or purpose, and far, very far, from 
any intention of checking or undervaluing a 
benevolence, which is an honour to our coun- 
try.; f.v let us never forget the principle of our 
religion, that it is our bounden duty to feed lhr> 
hungry, >n clothe the naked, and to adminis- 
ter «omfurt and relief to distress of all kinds ; 
and this without any care of remote and inci- 
dental consequences. 
The command is posi- 


tive: the remote consequences (those asjerted 
by Malthas arid others) are not included with- 
in our duly, but (as contingent evils resulting 
from «iich duties) belong to the contioul, and 
remedy, and cure of Him, 
whose correcting 


providence is hourly upholding what he has 
made. 
All we intend, therefore, saying if, that 


the government should not have left vs in this 
crtmiitiun of wanting such relief, and must not 
take 
to themselves the credit that our own 


help ( each assisting the other) is bringing us 
out of it. 
To what end do we have leaders, if 


we are to lead ourselves.

THE PRINCE REGENT'S COURT. 
Yesterday (Feb. 5.) the Prince Regent held a 


Court at Carltonhouse, for the purpose of recei- 
ving the Addressofthe Lord Mayor and Court of 
Aldermen, upon his late escape from the attack 
of the mob in St. James's Park. At one o'clock 
a detachment of the life-guards marched and 
took their station opposite to Carlton-house in 
Pall-mall, to assist the police. A guard of ho- 
rionr of the grenadier foot guards marhed into 
the court-yard ofCarlton-house about the same 
time. 
The city procession arrived at Carlton- 


liouse at two o'clock. 


The PrinceRegentbeing seatedon histhrone, 


Jinround.>d by his Cabinet Ministers, and his 
Officers of State, theLord Chamberlain in due 
form conducted, to hispresence the deputation. 


The Recorder then read the Address as fol- 


lows :— 
To his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, 


Regent of the United, Kingdom of Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland. 


The humble and dutiful Address ofthe Lord 


Mayor and Aldermen of the City ofLondon. 


May it please your Royal Highness, 
We, the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of th» 


City of London, 
beg leave to approach your 


Royal Highness with profound sentiment» of 
duty and respect, to express our horror and in- 
dignation at the most daring and flagitious out- 
rage offered to your Royal Person atthe mo- 
ment of yoU, return from the HoUse „f Parli- 
ament, on the occasion ofyourRoyal Highnes» 
exerc.„ng thc 
duties of the Crown, and 
fiilfiling, in the name and on the behalf of hi» 
Majesty the very importantfunction «f one of 
the estates of the realm. 


With the deepestconcern we haveto deplore 


that any one should be found within his majes- 
ty's dominions capable of violence so atrocious 
so disgraceful to human nature, so foreign to 
the British character, and we most fervently 
hope, that the loyalty of the subjects of the 
United Empire will manifest itself to prevent 
a repetition of an attempt so base against the 
sacred person of your Royal Highness. 
We 


beg permission to add, that nothing shall be 
wanting on our part, as Magistrates of the Me- 
tropolis of the Empire, to promote on all occa- 
sions the general tranquillity, and to evince our 
steady loyalty and attachment to your Royal 
House and Person, and our determination to 
support the Crown and dignity ofthese realms.

dress. It is highly satisfactory to me to receive

expence of upholding the dignity and splen- 
dour of the crown, and of such a crown a» 
that of the British empire, has ever been to» 
lavish ; so, on the other, we have always 
thought that the salaries of our ministers are 
inadequate to the rank they hold, and the du- 
ties they have to discharge.
